i bound In the opposite direction. Sev- 
eral steamers or sailing vessels can 
pass through either chamber at tbe 
same time. The lock at Brunsbnttel, 
near the junction with the Elbe, is of 
tbe same size. It is provided with 
three sets of gates, which are be closed 
every four hours. The foundation was 
built mostly dry. Tbe walls consist 
of brick and square blocks of stone, 


„.,„ square yards of masonry. 
The 
walla are provided with supply chan- 
nels to be used in filling the locks 
with water drawn from the inner har- 
bor. 
These channels can be closed so 
as to be water-tight. Pontoons will 
be used for making the basin water- 
tight when repairs are necessary. 
Both locks are operated by hy- 
draulic power. In the center of the 
basin there are light in-swinging 
gates, calculated to relieve the main 
gates of oart of the pressure in case of 
high tide or other emergency. On 
the canal, Just beyond the respective 
looks, inner harbors have been con- 
structed of sufficient size for the ac- 
t&inmodation of a large number of 
Tessels. 
The two big railway bridges, which 
have also driveways and promenades, 
•• toss the canal at Gruentbal and 
tjevensan. That at Gruenthal has al- 
Hr>ady been open more than a year, 
fvbe construction of the bridge is re-

4700.- The canalVill be of the great- 
est importance, not only to tbem'er- 
cbant marine, but to the German 
navy as well, running as it, <50"S 
through the most northerly part of 
the empire. The German men-of-war 
can pass from one sea to the other 
without traversing foreign waters, 
and will be enabled to concentrate 
rapidly on either the north or tbe 
west coast. It is expected that fully 
18,000 merchant 
ships will 
pass 
through tbe canal yearly. Tbe saving 
in time will be considerable. Ships 
plying between the Baltic and points 
south of Hull will save 298 miles, 
while Bremen ships will save 392 
miles and Hamburg ships 424 miles. 
A 6*111 more important gain will be 
made in regard to safety. The pas- 
sage between Jutland and the Scandi- 
navian peninsula is considered one of 
tbe most dangerous in Europe, and 
yearly about 200 vessels are lost on 
these coasts. 
The Baltic Sea Canal differs in many 
ways from tbe Suez Canal and from 
tbe projected Panama Canal. 
The 


Suez Canal Is without looks, since tbe 
the mean levels of the Bed Sea and 
the Mediterranean are exactly the 
same. The Baltic Canal has two locks, 
one at either end. It is also crossed 
by two immense railroad bridges Its 
length is 61 miles, while that of the 
Suez Canal is 100 miles, including 
about 75 miles of actual canals and 25 
miles of lakes. The general width of 
tbe Baltic Canal is 229 feet, but in 
places it widens out 428 (eet, allowing 
vessels to pass one another. Tbe width 
of the Suez Canal at tbe surface is 325 
feet. 
The course of the canal is from Kiel 


on the Baltic, across the Prussian pro- 
vince of Holsteln to a point on the 
Elbe, near Brunsbnttel. The latter is 
below Hamburg on the Elbe, and not 
far from where the river empties into 
the North Sea. 
The nature of the 
aoil is in many ways favorable to 
canal building, although in places tbe 
bogs and marshes made the formation 
of a good bed difficult, and necessitated 
the Use of original methods in dealing 
with the difficulties. No such abnor- 
mal land formations, rushing torrents 
or mountains of rock as have inter- 
fered with and delayed the completion 
of the Panama Canal were met with 
by tbe German engineers. 
There is 


DO land along the course more than 
eighty feet above sea level, and tbe 
soil is lor tbe most part sandy or 
marshy. 
For tbe illustrations the Sun is in- 
debted to the Illastrirte-Zeitung. 


A distinguishing feature of tbe Bal- 


tic Canal is its two Immense locks. 
There is seldom any considerable dif- 
ference between the flood tide and the 
ebb in tbe Baltic, usually not ofiener 
than twenty-five times a year The 
Baltic lock will, therefore, be used in 
frequently, and most of the time will 
stand open. 
On the extraordinary 


occasions mentioned it will be a nec- 
essity for the prevention of irregular 
currents in the canal. "The lock at 
the Elbe end, on the other band, will 
have to be kept closed nearly all the 
time. 
The difference of tide there is 


so great that the depth of water var- 
ies from ten feet to twenty seven ..nd 
a half feet. 
The two looks ure the 


largest in the world, with the single 
exception of that at B'einerbaven, 
near the mouth of tbe Weser. Each 
of'the locks consists of two chambers 
which are parallel and continuous 
Only one chamber of each lock la 
shown in the cuts. 
Each chamber 


(markable. The supporting iron struc- 
1 tare consists of a single slender arch. 
The roadway is partly carried by it 
and partly suspended from it. The 


j span of 610 feet is the largest in Ger- 
oiany^The floor of the bridge is 128 
feet above tbe surface of tbe water in 
\Z& canal, and the largest full-rigged 
merchant and war vessels can pass un* 
der it by lowering their topmasts. 
The ends of tbe span rest on strong 
tiers of masonry crowned with tower- 
like gates. The cost of tbe ironwork 
alone was nearly $12,000,000. 
Tbe enthusiasm of tbe German peo- 
ple over the opening of the great ship 
canal Is immense, and tbe Emperor 
has personally superintended most of 
the arrangements for the celebrations. 
Before the inauguration ceremonies 
be will again traverse part of the 
canal with several war ships to in 
spect the locks and harbors. On bis 
last visit he was assured by the engi 
neers that there was no obstacle in 
tbe way of opening the :anal on the 
date set originally. 
The festivities 
will begin with a banquet at Ham- 
burg on June 19th. The Emperor's 
squadron will pass through tbe canal 
to Kiel on June 20tb, and will be met 
at Kiel by a welcoming fleet of war 
vessels representing all the great na- 
vies of the world. 
Tbe excursion 


steamers from near-by ports and 
host of yachts from tbe whole North 
German coast will also be on hand. 
Tbe North German Begatta Society 
will open the boating week June 22d, 
and the Imperial Yacht Club will fol 
low with a series of matches lasting 
from June 24th to 27th. Racing will 
end on June 28th with an ocean match 
over tbe course at Travemuende.— 
New York Sun.

Favors aw Armed Protectorate l»y the 
United States—Contract Labor Best

Mr. A Charles Lovekin, just arrived 


from Honolulu, is in the city on a 
arlef visit, and when seen at the Im- 
perial last evening, talked very enter- 
ainly for an hour on tbe Hawaiian 
situation, and tbe sugar industry at 
the Islands, says the Portland Oregon 
ian of April 19th. He is thoroughly 
familiar with both subjects, being 
connected for years with one of the 
largest sugar-growing and refining 
concerns there. Mr. Lovekin came 
up on the Alameda's last trip, and 
reports everything quiet in Hawaiian 
politics since the discovery and frus- 
tration of the recent plot against the 
Government. 
Referring to the sugar 


industry, he said: 


"Like all the great staple products 


of the world, at tbe present time, 
sugar is far from profitable, generally 
speaking. All the profit derived from 
this great product of the Islands is 
practically in the half-cent allowance 
by our reciprocal relations with tbis 
country. Without it, we could not do 
more than to just manage to keep 
even. Tbe planters in sugar produc- 
ing countries, such as Cuba, that have 
no euoh advantage, are making noth- 
ing, if indeed they are avoiding loss. 
But the half-cent secured by the treaty 
of reciprocity with the United States 
enables the Islands to be fairly pros- 
perous The last crop was large, ami 
the yield of the refineries Is up to the 
average. As you are doubtless aware, 
tbe American sugar trust by contract 
takes the total product of the Islands 
for tbe five years from 1893 to 1898. 
Most of the sugar comes through San 
Francisco, although tbe trust has been 
shipping 25 percent, of the product In 
clipper-ships around the born during 
the past year. 
"The Inlands produce the best sugar 
in the world in the raw state. We 
make a grade thaf polarizes at 98, tbe 
standard for tbe best refined sugar be- 
ing 100. Tbe average throughout the 
country polarizes at 96. It is practic- 
ally theonly developed Industry there, 
and in importance end amount of cap 
ital invested, it far overshadows auy 
other industry. 
"The Islands are as undeveloped in 
other respects as the Pacific Slates. 
The sugar plantations merely occupy 
a narrow fringe along tbe coast, while 
an immense stretch of territory inland 
is practically untouched, and affords 
splendid opportunities for settlers with 
a little capital. These lands will pro 
dnce fruits and grains of all kinds and 
In the greatest abundance 
All the 
products of the temperate zone, as 
well as those of the tropics, can be 
raised with success in tbe proper loca- 
tions. This is owing to the topogra- 
phy ofjthe country, making a variety 
of climates at different elevations. At 
13,000 feet the climate is frigid. The 
country needs a large number of small 
farmers, those who can handle from 25 
to 30 acres each, working their planta- 
tions themselves. The coffee industry 
offers great inducements to settlers, as 
very many are engaging in it. We 
raise the finest coffee in the world. II 
brings now in the London market 2 
cents more than any other, not accept- 
ing tbe Mochas and Javas. There are 
already thirty coffee-giowers to one 
sugar-planter at the Islands, but it 
should be remembered that it takes at 
least $500,000 capital to engage in the 
sugar Industry. It requires a large 
tract of land, and everything must be 
done on an immense scale in order to 
make it pay. You will understand 
this when I explain that it costs $200,- 
000 to put in a mill and appliances foi 
refining, and then a large corps ol 
skilled men, including a competent 
manager, engineers, operators, etc., 
have to be employed. This equipment 
can handle an,output of 10,000 tons as 
easily as an output of 3000 tons, conse- 
quently the more extensive the plan- 
tation, or larger the product, the less 
comparative expense. Tbe tendency 
recently has been to combine as much 
as possible. For Instance, tbe com 
pany with which I am connected owni 
several plantations, and ts capitalize! 
with a stock of $600,000. 
Almos 
every enterprise at tbe Islands is on a 
joint stock basis. All tbe sugar con 
cerns are capitalized at from $250,00( 
to $2,000,000 The average is from 
$250,000 to $750,000. By tbis method 
you see, tbe man of small means la en 
abled to make his pro rata profit with 
tbp millionaire. A man may inves 
SlOfiO, and his percentage of profit i 
just as ^rreat as that of tbe man wh 
invests $100,000. We have no stock 
gambling there. A great deal of th< 


> ptock Is very valuable, some of i 
steady at from 150 to 175 Our concern 
cleared laft ye*r a little over 26 pe 
cent, on Its capital stock, which la u 
to 200.

This is contrary to the 


>resent laws of the United States, but 
t would seem that the question could 
ie settled by the passage of a law pro- 
Li biting such contract laborers from 
ntering the states. Japan furnishes 
>y far Ibe greater number of laborers. 
We have a trealy wilh lhat govern- 
ment by which It attends to all the 
etails of shipping its subjects to us. 
tut we realize the danger of getting 
,00 many of any one nationality, and 
to get as great a variety as possi- 


ble. 
Portuguese and natives of the 
Azores have been imported in large 
numbers of late. A vessel arrived at 
Honolulu with, 900 Portuguese on 
board the day I sailed. 
"The islands have a population of 
bout 100,000, leas than one-tenth of 
which are whites, exclusive of 12,000 
ortuguese. 
The natives number 


.bout bO,000, Japs, 30,000, and Chinese 
20,000. The Portuguese and natives 
are allowed tbe full rights of citizen- 
ship, but the franchise is denied tbe 
Asiatics. Our contracts with laborers 
allow them $12 per month wages for 
men and $9 per month for women 
who wiah to work. In addition to 
his we provide them with suitable 
dwellings, fuel, water and medical 
ttendance in case of sickness. Tbis 
s really better than the sugar plant* 
ers of the Southern States do, and we 
pet all tbe labor we want at these 
igures. They are glad to come, in 
act, as the work is steady and they 
do much better than in their own 
countries. Of course, when we have 
u I filled our part of the contract and a 
aborer is not sick, yet refuses to 
work he can be locked up 
This 
might be thought to savor of slavery, 
3Ut it does npt, as tbe laborer has re- 
course to the courts if he considers his 
treatment unjust. The contract lab- 
orer i» never abused at tbe Islands, 
and when au occasion comes up that 
brings him before a court, he is gen- 
erally favored. He is never worked 
severely, and he appears to enjoy life 
about as well as laborers do any- 
where. 
11 have already mentioned annexa- 
tion. Personally speaking, I should 
prefer au armed protectorate by this 
sountry. The meie presence of tbe 
9ag Is all that would be required to 
Insure an absolute stable government, 
and the element in power at tbe isl- 
lands, which Is thoroughly American, 
naturally turns to tbis country for 
security. The island trade with the 
United States is Immense. San Fran- 
cisco's exports to Honolulu are larger 
than to any other country, and this 
trade is bound to grow with tbe de- 
velopment of tbe islands unless the 
United States chooses to turn the cold 
shoulder upon us, in which case we 
must turn to England. The present 
Government holdalls position by force 
of arms against tbe will of the ma- 
jority of the islands' inhabitants; but 
this is a case where the minority must 
rule, and we intend the government 
shall stand as it is until we are under 
the flag of a powerful nation. 
No 
country so small as Hawaii can ever 
hope to amount to anything as an in- 
dependent government."

not told unless we add the actual 
money value of the wasted mental 
and physical resources of thousands 
ot otherwise noble and useful citi- 
zens, destroyed by that insidious 
enemy of man—moderate drinking "

"Minister Willis called on the 


Minister of Foreign Affairs on the 
80th of April, ami read to him a letter 
from Secretary Gresbam dated Feb- 
ruary 21st last, which he said had 
been sent to Japan by mistake, in- 
timating that Mr. Tbuiston is no 
longer personally acceptable to the 
Administration at Washington 
as 


Hawaiian Minister. 


"The grouud is that Mr. Thurslon 


had allowed a reprei-entative of the 
press to read private letters to Mr. 
Tburstou from Honolulu concerning 
conditions and t-entiuipnts there, por- 
tions of which were made public. 
" Tuese letters also contained criti- 


cisms upon the policy of the Adminis- 
tration toward Hawaii which were 
not published, but came to the knowl- 
edge of Mr. Gresham." 


The above is the statement given 


out by Minister Hatch Wednesday 
afternoon after the meeting of the 
Executive and Advisory Councils. 
The communication was discussed 
by the Cabinet at its morning" ses- 
sion, and a meeting of the Councils 
was called at 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon. 
The session was a short 


one, and no definite action was 
taken upon the matter. 


The ktter of Secretary Gresham 


regarding the Bowler case was also 
placed before the legislative body. 
This document reads as follows :

bor for five years and to pay a fine of 
$6000; that he now claims protection 
as an American citizen; and that the 
Hawaiian authorities assert he is not ] 
entitled to such protection because he 
ie a naturalized citizen of that Qov- I 
ernmeut. 


When Mr. Bowler left this country 


and went to Hawaii does not appear, 
but on March 18, 1885, be voluntarily 
took an oath to support the con»titu- 
tiou and lawn of the Hawaiian L-lauds 
and bear true allejjiauce to the king, 
without expressly renouncing or re- 
serving his allegiance to the United 
States. Section 432 of the statute pre- 
scribing this oath (Compiled laws of 
Hawaii, 1884;, provides that every 
foreigner 
so naturalized shall be 


deemed for all purposes a native of 
the inlands and sutvject only to their 
law* and entitled to their protection, 
and no longer amenable to his native 
sovereign while re-iiiing in the king- 
dom nor entitled to resort to his na 
tive country for protection or inter- 
vention; thwt for every auuh re-ort he 
shull be subjected to the penal lies an- 
nexed <o rebellion, uud that having 
been thus naturalized lie shall be en- 
titled to all the rights and immunities 
of a Hawaiian suij--ct. I am informed 
that the Supreme Court of Hawaii has 
held tliat the taking of this oath oper 
ates to naturalize the alien ami ad- 
mit him to full citiz'iiRiiip. It is not 
claimed that MUCO 188o Mr. Bowler 
ever returned to the United Siatesor 
resided elsewhere than on the islands. 


This Government has never held to 


the doctrine ol perpetual allegiance, 
on the contrary from its organization, 
it has maintained ihat the right to 
throw off one's natural allegiance and 
assume another is inalienable. "Ex- 
patriation," said 
Attorney-General 


Blank in 1859, "mclutit-s not only erni 
gration out of one's native country, 
but naturalization in the country 
adopted as a future resilience." The 
effect of naturalization is to place the 
adopted citizen in the same relation 
to the government as native citizens 
or subjects. The right of the Ha 
wailau Government with his consent 
to adopt Mr. Bowler as fully as if be 
had been born upon its soil is as clt-ar 
as his right to expatriate himself. He 
.manifested his intention of abandon- 
ing his American citizenship by tak- 
ing the oath to support the constitu- 
tion and laws of Hawaii and bear 
true allegiance to the king, and, so 
far as known, he manifested no con- 
trary Intention 
before his arrest, 


That oath Is inconsistent with his 
allegiance to the United States. By 
taking it, he obliged himself to sup- 
port the government of his adoption, 
even to the extent of fighting its bat- 
tles iu the event of war between it 
and the couutry of his origin. He 
could not bear TRUE allegiance to 
both governments at the same time. 


Tne President directs that you in- 


form Mr. Bowler he is not entitled to 
the protection of the United States; 
that in similar cases you will be 
guicfp.l by the views herein expressed 
A ' d thai _vmi furnish the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs with a copy ol this in- 
ntruui inn.

ernor Build has decided to re-appoint 
Major-General William H. Dimond 
as commander of the California Na- 
tional Guard. 


The appointment of General Di- 


mond as commander of California's 
state troops will receive the approval 
of all the guardsmen of this state, as 
there is not a more popular officer in 
the militia. 


General Dimond has bad a long 


career in military life, and for the 
past fifteen years has been connected 
with the National Guard of Califor- 
nia, 
being first appointed by Gov- 


ernor Perkins. 


At the outbreak of the civil war 


General Dimond was residing in Ha- 
waii, and when the war became an 
assured rebellion an independent com- 
pany of cavalry was formed iu Hono- 
lulu with the intention of offering 
their services to the United States 
government, but as a similarly organ- 
ized company was declined by Piesi- 
dent Lincoln on account of interna- 
tional difficulties the 
project 
was 


given up, but General Dimond came 
to this country during the last year of 
the war and offered bis services. He 
bad provided himself 
with letters 


from the king and several ministers to 
the Island kingdom, and President 
Lincoln at ouce appointed him assist- 
ant arfjutaut-general, with the rank of 
captain. He was stationed at Beau- 
fort, South Carolina, where he re- 
mained until the close of the rebel- 
lion. 


The president offered General Di- 


mond a commission in tn« regular 
army, but this be declined and re- 
turned to Hawaii, where the king ap- 
pointed him as commander of the 
same company he bad helped to form 
before leaving the islands. This com- 
pany was the special escort of the 
king on all state occasions, and was 
really a portion of the regular army.

Hale Tendered a Bacteriological 
Laboratory—Offer Refu»ed. 


CHICAGO, April 10.-Dr Albert B. 


Hale, ot this city, has received an 
offer from the Hawaiian Government 
to tuke charge of a bacteriological 
laboratory uiHeribe Government au«i 
pices. In 1884 86 the Board of Health of 
Hawaii established an experimental 
laboratory-and placed Dr. Abring, of 
Hamburg, in charge. A eood deal of 
scientific work was accomplished, but 
the attitude of Dr. Ahring toward the 
Government was unsatisfactory, and 
be wna forced to resign. Officers of 
the new Ri-publlc have taken up the 
work, and it is the idea that mo>t of 
the investigations shall be along the 
line of discovering means for the 
eradication of leprosy. The position 
was tendered to Dr Hale upon the 
recommendation of Doctors D*y and 
Wood, formerly of Chicago, but now 
of Honolulu. 
Dr. Hale has never 


visited the Hawaiian Islands, and is 
In doubt whether or not to give up his 
Chicago practice and accept the ap- 
pointment. 
Dr. Hale was boa) at 


Jonefville, Mich., and is thirty-three 
years of age. 
He wa* graduated from 


the University of Michigan in 1882, 
and from the Chicago Medical College 
a few years later. He baa ttudted In 
several of the principal universities in 
Europe, where he made study of bac- 
teriology a specialty.

has declined the offer to come to the

device for spray ing orchard trees. He 
recognizes that while the gas process i 
effective, it is expensive, and in inex 
purieuoed bands it is dangerous alsc 
that the kerosene emulsion, uuder th 
approved formula and when tbor 
ougbly prepared, was a complete in 
Becticide. He therefore went to wor] 
to perfect a process forspraying wblcl 
should be thorough and inexpensive 
Colonel Qunnia recently gave th 
County Supervisors an exhibition o 
the results accomplished. 


The working apparatus is all on the 


platform of a light wagon. On th 
front end is a tank with a capacity o 
100 gallons of emulsion. Back of tha 
is a small elenf.ro-vapor engine, wbicl 
operates a double-action, bigb pre^sur 
cylinder pump. To the putnpeigh 
lines of hose may be attached. 
T< 


the end of each hose isa bamboo caue 
entirely perforated, and from six tc 
ten feet in length. The liquid pat.se 
from the pump through the hose auc 
comes out through a spray nozzle a 
the end of the cane. In operation tbe 
cane is poked in, about and all over 
the tree to be sprayed, tbe Jonge 
canes being used for taller trees—more 
particularly olive trees.

can be worked at a pressure of 
pountls, and the spray thus forced 
through is very flue and very search- 
ing.

HAZARDOUS UNDERTAKING. 


Captain Sloonm to Go Around the 


World in a Sloop. 


Captain Josh Slocum is having 


built at New Bedford, Mass.,^ a 
Bloop called Spray, in which he in- 
tends going around the world. The 
sloop is constructed of white oak 
timber and Southern pine plank- 
ing fastened with screw bolts, of 
which there are 1000 altogether. 
She is forty feet long, fourteen feet 
beam and of thirteen tons burden. 


Captain Slocum says there is 


nothing foolhardy in a trip around 
the world in such a craft. 


If he can make satisfactory ar- 


rangements in New York, Captain 
Slocum will cross the Isthmus of 
Panama; otherwise he will proceed 
to the straits of Magellan, thence on 
the 
South Pacific trade winds 


through the Indian ocean to the 
Bed Sea. Through the Suez canal 
and the Mediterranean, he will 
strike for the 
Bermudas, then 


home. He figures that he will be 
away about two years. 
On the 


long stretches he will be alone. He 
will collect any valuables that 
cross his path. He has a good eye 
out for war clubs and other valua- 
ble curios of the South Sea island- 
ers. 
He hopes to find in the Gil- 


bert group five natives, the sur- 
vivors of a party of twelve he res- 
cued in mid-ocean when captain of 
the Northern Lights. That was 
twelve years ago, and they will be 
very glad to sse him. They now 
live in the kingdom of Buckaroo- 
roo, which name is not to be found 
in the geographies. 


Captain Slocum will stop at Ho- 


nolulu on his voyage to the South 
Seas. He was in the China-Japan 
trade for a number of years, and 
often put into this port. 


The captain is making this voy- 


age principally for the object of 
making money by correspondence^ 
He has already closed bargains 
with the New York Sun, Louisville 
Courier-Journal and other news- 
papers.

NATIVES ARE FAST DYING. 


Report of Work by Missionaries in 


the Marquesas Islands 


A resident of 
the 
MiiKjiiatati 


Iblandd -who 
has lung 
Ubured 


among the natives there, MIV-H in 
a private letter recently received m 
this city : 


"The same tale comes from all 
sources, from officials uiid traders, 
From missionaries auU travelers, from 
Piotestants and Catholics 
All are 
agreed that this unfortunate people 
are rapidly dying out, and that their 
rapid decrease was in u great measure 
due to their vicious livea The French 
authorities are doing what they can, 
and have now at the eleventh hour 
prohibited both alcohol and opium 
They have, moreover, ordered that all 
children be seut to school. But once 
emancipated from school the youth 
set-in to fall back into the ways of 
Lheir parents. 


'•The Hawaiian missionary, Kau- 
wealoha, is doing a good work. Such 
Is the report brought by an American 
trader who knows him well. 
Tbe 
same report comes also from an Eng- 
lish traveler aud philologist, who, 
tiowever, spoke not from bis own 
knowledge but from recent informa- 
tion. It is the same story as tbat told 
by Stevenson. Kauwealoba is gener- 
ally looked upon as a sterling, upright 
man who is trying to lead the natives 
aright, but with no more success than 
auy one else. 
"K>kela, the other Hawaiian mis- 
sionary, Is quite feeble. His influence 
Is decidedly not what it was, but still 
be has about a dozen who cling to him, 
not that they show any greater favor 
to the Catholics, who have a very 
well-appointed mission in Kekela's 
valley. No; the young men and 
women especially make llgbt of all 
kinds of religion. Old Kekela rules 
bis household well in all godliness 
and honesty, thus setting a good ex- 
ample 
Even it they will not listen 
to his precepts, the testimony of his 
life remains, and he is evidently 
greatly respected. The old man is 
Liecomlug blind ; cataract seems to be 
forming fast. He does not wisb to be 
anywhere else than where be is. 
"The testimony given by these two 


representatives 
of the Hawaiian 
churches is most useful and may re- 
sult in the saving of a remnant."

CHOLERA AMONG JAPANESE. 
Private Advices Tell of 600 Cases 


in Army at Formosa. 


Private advices received at tbe 


Foreign office from Japan, state that 
cholera has gained a startling hold 
in the Japanese army at Formosa 
and the ^Pescadores. Already 600 
cases are reported among the soldiers 
stationed in that section. United 
States Minister Dunn has published 
a notice calling tbe attention of 
United States citizens and officers of 
United States vessels to the edict of 
Viscount 
Mornra Yasnshi which 


requires strict quarantine surveil- 
lance over all vessels and people 
coming from the infected regions to 
the ports of Yokohama, Kobe, Naga- 
saki and Moji. 
These communications will 
be 


placed before the Board of Health 
that equally careful watch may be 
kept upon passengeis coming from 
the districts named. 


New Stencil Maps. 


A series of stencil map* have been 


introduced in the public schools by 
Inspector General Atkinson tbat will, 
it is believed, prove a great assist- 
ance in the study of geography and 
map drawing. These maps are the 
invention of Principal Leomalterre 
ofOn'-mea school, Hilo. They are 
prepared on thin paper and it is but 
the work of a few moments to obtain 
the outline of the map on a black- 
board. The outlines are accurate 
copies of the maps obtained from the 
survey office, and the system com- 
plete is a most useful addition to the 
school paraphernalia.

It Is OXT One Hundred and Fifty Foot 


Hlffli and la Olio of Spain's Oddltleo. 
Oiio of tho most interasting architec- 


tural oddities of Spam 
is the troo 


tower uuw being erected iu Bilbao, tho 
capital of the Basque province of Biscay. 
Tbe province is populated by a rugged 
race, thu descendants of tho Visigoths, 
•who, under the leadership of Alaric, 
sacked Kouio iu 410 A. D. and overran 
Italy and Spain. For many centuries 
they fought the Spaniards, but in time 
became patriotic Spaniards themselves. 
One of the landmarks of Bilbao was the 


1 Arbol de Guernica,'' tho trunk of a 


great tree that stood in the market 
place. Like tho hardy Basques, it braved 
the storms, and for many centuries it 
looked down upon generation after gen- 
eration. 
Finally a bolt of lightning 


felled it to the ground. 


Bilbao was grief stricken at the loss, 


and to reproduce the old landmark and 
rear an imposing monument typifying 
Basque patriotibni Don M. Alberto de 
Palacio, an ctniuant engineer, designed

A STATEMENT of the amount of 


silk exported from Canton, Shang- 
hai and Yokohama to America 
shows an increase of nearly one 
hundred per cent for 1894-95 over 
the preceding year. The exports 
to England from the three ports 
were about the same. Canton did 
not send out as much as the pre- 
vious year but the increase at 
Yokohama more than made up the 
difference. 


FOREIGN naval fleets in Chinese 


waters are particularly large at the 
present time. 
Russia has sixteen 


vessels there with more on the way. 
Great Britain has twenty-eight, 
France twelve, the United Slates 
eight, Germany seven and Italy 
three. Notwithstanding this show 
of power these nations have been 
noticeably quiet and allowed Japan 
to conduct things according to her 
own sweet will.

The street letter-boxes, which are 


now being Bet up in Ibis oity, were 
purchased during the incumbency 
of Postmaster-General H. M. Whit- 
ney, who filled the oflice from 1883 
to 188G. There were twelve boxes 
of the most approved pattern, such 
as were used in the United States 
service. 
These were fastened to 


lamp-posts throughout the city, as 
far out as Punahou street on the 
east, Judd street on the north, and 
near the Reform School on the 
west. 


The boxes were visited by a post- 


man on horseback three times a 
day, except Sundays, and the let- 
«rs and papers collected at 8 and 
LI A.M. and 3 p M., or in time to 
send by outgoing mails, which 
usually left at 12 or 5 P.M. An 
exact account was kept of the 
number of letters received through 
this source, which continued to in- 
crease from month to month. In 
his biennial report for 1886, there 


the following reference to this 


service • " The collection of letters 
from the 
street letter-boxes in 


Honolulu has been kept up during 
the past two years, and during that 
period 37,039 letters have been dis- 
patched in the island and foreign 
mails.'' 


This service proved to be a great 


convenience to the residents in the 
outer districts of the city, but more 
particularly to the ladies and such 
as were unable to get into town. 
However, the Minister of the Inte- 
rior, Charles T. Gulick, did not 
think so, and ordered F. Wunden- 
berg to take them down, and they 
have lain stored away until recent- 
ly. Postmaster-General Oat has 
very wisely restored them to the 
service for which they were inten- 
ded, and it is to be hoped that un- 
der the more liberal rule of ^ the 
Republic they will be allowed to 
serve the necessities of the people. 
It may be added, that at the time 
'the boxes were taken down nearly 
one-tenth of the city letters receiv- 
ed at the postoffice came through 
the street letter boxes.

Gresham announces that the indi- 
vidual who has laid himself liable 
to fighting the United States forces, 
cannot expect anything from his 
native country. Thus the sinfor- 
tunate individual is left to suffer 
the dangers of both countries and 
in event of misfortune, protect 
himself as best he can. The tenor 
of the latter part of Gresham's 
letter cannot be .mistaken, but it 
will be noted that this ia his own 
individual opinion and he brings 
no authority to his support.

The name of Dana has 


always been associated with those 
of Alexander Agassiz and Asa 
Gray as one of the greatest Ameri- 
can scientists of his day. 
The 


wonderful mental and physical ac- 
tivity maintained to the day of his 
death causes the loss to the scien- 
tific world to be felt more keenly, 
but the monument of research 
which he has reared for himself is 
more lasting 
than any tribute 


which friends might raise. 


In early life Dana became asso- 


ciated with Professor 
Benjamin 


Silliman of Yale College and has 
always been connected with that 
institution. 
He 
displayed 
a 


strength of manhood and scientific 
application that soon put him in 
the front ranks of his associates 
and was connected with several 
Government 
expeditions of the 


United States, one of the most im- 
portant being that to the South 
Pacific 
with 
Captain 
Wilkee. 


Mr. Dana was mineralogist and 
geologist and it was during this 
expedition in 1841 that he visited 
this country and made striking ex- 
periments and observations on the 
summit of Maunaloa. In the re- 
port of the trip prepared at Wash- 
ington he described two hundred 
and thirty species and proposed a 
new classification. 
Professor Dana 


was always a firm Christian be- 
liever and a standing rebuke to the

After all it appears fcba^-Secre- 


tary Gresham has a dislike for 
Minister Thurston, 
though" the 


official document announcing that 
fact did lose its way and go wan- 
dering through Japan on a tour of 
contemplation before being-brought 
to the notice of the Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment. 
Although such docu- 


ments are not every-day affairs in 
this country, the contents have not 
caused any whirlpool of excitement 
threatening to swallow anything or 
anybody, up to the present juncture. 


Minister Thurston, having pre- 


ceded the correspondence, is in the 
position of a free citizen, who, 
in 
view 
of 
what 
has 
been 


said 
of 
him 
by 
a 
high 


official of a nominally 
friendly 


nation, has refused to furthw trou- 
ble that gentleman with his per- 
sonality. Little or nothing need 
be done at present. There is no 
urgent necessity of the Hawaiian 
Minister being in Washington for 
three or four months to come, and 
there is plenty of time to study 
developments and perform some 
fine work in diplomacy that will 
aid the Hawaiian cause quite as 
much as a fiery retaliatory move- 
ment. The situation, as it is thrust 
upon the country, will be accepted, 
and Minister Willis will undoubt- 
edly remain in Hawaii, so far as 
anything the officials on this side 
may do or say to him. Mr. Thurs- 
ton will take up his abode in 
this country, and he, with others-, 
continue 
the 
work 
of 
farther- 


ing the cause of good government 
and annexation on this end of 
the line, while his successor en- 
deavors to keep within the good 
graces of the present Premier of the 
United States. 
It would appear 


that the successor has the worst of 
it, but some one must do the dis- 
agreeable work. Under the cir- 
cumstances the question is • not 
what is justice in the affair, but 
rather what is the best policy. 


THE purity of purpose announced 


by the Independent, the new morn- 
ing sheet, would indicate that some 
new missionary power has been 
silently at work upon the political 
characters of numerous men about 
town. Independence in this partic- 
ular instance reminds us, not of 
the days of '76, but of the late 
arrival from Ireland who, when 
asked what his politics were, made 
the quick response, "Oi'm agin th' 
gover'm'nt"

early in the season forbodes no 
good to the physical welfare of the 
Oriental nations.

FOR OOBRBOT INFORMATION. 


Mr 
Hatch iu Washington as 


envoy extraordinary and minister 
plenipotentiary, and Mr Thursron 
acting iu the role of the com- 
missioner of information would 
make a combination which would 
advance the interests of this coun- 
try in a manner that has not thus 
far been realized. 
Whether the 


Government will consider this the 
proper combination to make in re- 
organizing the Washington delega- 
tion remains an open question, so 
far as the public is given knowl- 
edge. 
There is plenty of time, 


however, in which to decide upon 
the personnel of the Hawaiian lega- 
tion, but the Government cannot 
fail to appreciate the necessity and 
the opportunity now offered for a 
bureau of information at a point 
where, during the twelve months 
following the opening of the Fifty- 
fourth Congress, information from 
a reliable source will be appreciated 
by the friends of annexation on 
both sides of the water. Mr. Thurs- 
ton is pre-eminently the man to fill 
such a position, and, in his neutral 
capacity, so far as official connec- 
tion with the legation is concerned, 
would not come within the ban of 
Secretary Gresham's dead line of 
information. The people of Hawaii 
want the public men and rank and 
file of the Americans 
to know 


more of the true 
condition of 


affairs 
here, 
commercially 
and 


politically, but their hopes will 
never 
be fully 
realized 
until 


some organized effort is made to 
systematize or place the responsi- 
bility upon some individual to 
furnish what is required. 
The 


kaleidoscopic idea of Hawaii that 
must exist in the minds of the 
average American 
citizen after 


reading the crazy screeds of Joa- 
quin Miller and Skipper Palmer 
can be better imagined than de- 
scribed. 
Mr. Thurston could not 


disperse all the clouds of ignorance, 
but backed up by some semblance 
of a systematic information bureau 
on this end, he could do the people 
and this country a service that in 
time can be valued by the money

No common pense principle has 


ever been established why women, 
progressive or otherwise, should not 


wear bloomers if they wished. It 
IB generally understood that the 
new cult makes hygiene a side 
issue, and bases the new departure 
ou the principle impregnable in the 
feminine system of logic that they 
are wearing the things in England 
and France.

VOICE OP THE PRESS. 


The rights of the foreigner are 


equal to our own, and bis case needs 
meet with the fullest and fairest con 
sideration. To advocate the least 
advantage to the United States is to 
suffer opprobrium, to be called a 
jingo, and be charged with unwar- 
ranted unfairness and meaningless 
zeal. Free trade must be the policy 
of the land, because we are told it is 
unjust to tax the foreigner to lay 
down his manufactures on our soil, 
and to so live ia to exist on the price 
of infamy. As to other lands, Nica- 
ragua, Samoa, and Hawaii, we are 
wrong in maintaining any rights in 
those places. 
The rights of the 


world at large should be consulted 
before pur own, and to stretch ont a 
hand in either direction is pare 
jingoism, and should be censored. 
Ibe advocacy of required needs of 
coaling stations in Samoa and Hawaii 
is merely a jingo rase. American 
advancement in any quarter for any 
purpose is a mistake. It is much 
better that England and Germany 
settle the Samoan question, far bet- 
ter that Queen Lii sat on her throne 
and dickered with England for its 
surrender, than to have Americans 
interested in the abolition of mon- 
archy and divine rights, and a posi- 
tive pity that so much foes is made 
about Nicaragua, when, if left alone, 
England would settle the matter to 
LIU, o.Uofo/.Hnn. The Adams Free- 
man. 


Japanese in Hawaii are not likely 


to become citizens of that republic 
in any great number, since the con- 
stitution now in force provides that 
no alien shall be admitted to citizen- 
ship who cannot understanding^ 
read, write and speak the English 
language, who shall be of good moral 
character, and who shall possess 
property in the republic to the value 
of §200. This will exclude Japanese 
laborers and admit; only a few Japan 
ese merchants, not to exceed 100, so 
the danger of Hawaii being Japan- 
ned by the process of suffrage is 
purely imaginary.—S. F. Chronicle.

Thous- 
ands of trees are annually stripped 
of their bark for tanning purposes. 
We expect that the canaigre root 
will take the place of tan bark to a 
great extent. 


"The root is one of the oldest 


weeds known on the Pacific Coast. 
The name canaigre is a confusion 
of the Spanish name for it, ' Cana 
Agria,' meaning sour cane. Of late 
much has been said of its tannic 
qualities, and an extra factory has 
been established in New Mexico. 


"The plant readily grows on 


swampy land, and its introduction 
hero would mean the reclamation 
of . thousands—yee, 
millions—of 


acres now abandoned and non-pro- 
ductive. 
" The tannin used by tanners is 


contained in this dry root. This 
tannic acid is of the variety known 
as the rheotannic acid, and from 
many analyses which have been 
made of it it is shown that it is not 
injurious to leather.

™£. almost everyone has a general 
idea that an ocean steamer is pro- 
visioned and coaled in excess of what 
there is any probability of using, but 
few persons know to what casualties 
or this kind are provided for. When 
La Gascogne sailed into Naw York 
harbor she was more than nine days 
overdue; that is, if she bad crossed 
theoaean at her usual speed, and 
bad turned round and recrossed it, 
without making a landing, BLO would 
ordinarily have reached the other 
side before she actually did reach 
ttois one, while delayed by her broken 
piston. Even taking this into con- 
sideration, there is every probability 
that she had provisions enough 
aboard when she landed her passen- 
gers to have lasted them some time 
longer.

Paymeut of obligation within three 
years cancels the Interest. In addi- 
tion to these pro visions China engages 
not to punish return prisoners, nor to 
inflict punishment apon Chinese who 
may have furnished supplies to the 
Japanese army and navy. China also 
binds herself to return Japanese pn«- 
oners unconditionally. 
' 


Exchange of ratifications of the 


treaty will take place at Chefoo not 
later than May 8th. 


A dispatch to the Times from Peki 
says it is understood China has re 
fused tp concede Japan's demands in 
regard to the opening of certain ports 
to foreign trade.

SIB: The Sanitary Committee beg 


to report that on tbe 25th of April, 
last, they carefully inspected tbe fish 
market and found the same to present 
conditions dangerous to life and detri- 
mental to public health, not to men- 
tion the fact that the whole structure 
and the conditions surrounding tbe 
establishment are an offense to good 
taste. 


Tbe situation is as follows: 
1. The footways and floor of the 


market are largely composed of earth 
or macadam and are suuk a foot or 
two below the level of tbe street and 
sidewalk adjoining, I. e., Queen street. 
A portion of tbe surface, that fronting 
on the harbor, is rutlely boarded over, 
resting on sleepers which in turn are 
supported by posts, or piles sheathed 
in copper. In some parts this rough 
flooring rests directly on the earth, 
but as this inclines to the water of tbe 
bailor there is a considerable air 
space left vacant between the floor 
Itself and tbe earth or water below. 


The roof, covered with corrugated 


Iron, is B bap-hazard, irregular, ram 
sbackly affair and is reported to leak 
badly in rainy weather. 


Tbe conveniences for displaying the 


various articles for i-ale are rude coun- 
ters or tables made of wood, which 
have evidently done service for years. 


The general appearance about tbe 


stalls, tables and counters convinctd 
us that there was no luck of dl-posi- 
tion on the part of the lessees to keep 
their places tidy, well swept and as 
cleau as circumstances would permit. 


At tbe same time it was evident 


that, with tbe structural disadvan- 
tages to be contended against, there 
was no possibility of securing genuine 
cleanliness. 


Inspection of the space beneath tbe 


wooden floor mentioned above showed 
it to be tbe deposit of rotting garbage 
and filth and the the source of \m- 
wbolesome-'odors. 


The earth beneath tbe flooring and 


water under or near the same is also 
foul with Utter and filth. 


We recommend: 
1. That tbe filth and garbage under 


the flooring, above described, be re 
moved and tbe place be disinfected 
aud hereafter kept as clean as pos- 
Slhlo. 
' 2. That, if a market is to be kept up 
at the present site, tbe floor of the 
same be raised to a suitable height, at 
least that of tbe street; and that it be 
made of concrete and provided with 
suitable drain and gutters for flushing 
and draining the same. 


3. That as an alternative to this 


proposition the present site be aban- 
doned, and a market that shall be 
suited to tbe wants and aesthetic de- 
mands of this metropolis constructed 
in some other part of tbe city. 


Tbe Income from the rental of stalls 


in the market is now about $450 a 
mouth or $5400 per annum, or an in- 
come of 8 per cent ou a capital of 
$67,500. Such being tbe fact it seems 
at) if the Government was not only 
under obligation to make a move and 
do something, but would find it a pay- 
lug investment to-establish a sultaole 
ularket at once in Honolulu.

ive AS any woman of 60. 


Why has Granny Gorton lived BO Ion?:? 


Why IB she so active now? She lets oat the 
secret herself when she • ays, "There waa 
never anything oiled me." That's it, and 
all of it. 
People who live 100 years are not so very 
r*re. The deaths of 45 such were reported 
last year in England—. 2 man and 2: women. 
Yet, compared to the multitudes who die, 
these are nothing—nothing. Oan we not 
keep things from ailing na and so live long 
as Mrs. Gorton? Yes, if we will take the 
trouble to do it! Men and women 100 years 
old, 
still vigorous and clear-headed, should 
be sisl't so common as not tj be remarked, 
and will be yet in the f atare. Why tiot so 
now? "Ask yourself the question, as the 
boHtmen say down on Deal beach. 
Here's how it is: A woman's tate. She 
says she fell ill wtfea a girl of about 15. She 
lost her appetite, bad paius in the sides and 
chest, frequent headaches, and was often 
obliged to lie down op the coach and rest.
